S INCE the clo¬ 
sure of Barry’s 
Theatre Royal 
cinema 2fi years 
ago, the Save Our 
Cinema Association 
(SOCA) has been 
working hard in its 
efforts to establish 
its re-opening. 

The most recent is the 
idea of raising funds 
towards an eventual pur¬ 
chase, which, in prepara¬ 
tion resulted in SOCA 
being registered as a 
trust under a new name 
of Theatre Royal Arts 
Cinema Trust (TRACT). 

On learning of Hafod 
Housing plans to provide 
an extra care facility on 
the site, we were unable 
to progress our fundrais¬ 
ing intentions, though 
we will strongly object 
to any proposals put for¬ 
ward for the site’s use, 
other than a cinema and 
arts venue. 

In what could (and,

BARRY SOLDIER’S FIRST TOUR 



Tyrone gears 
up for the 
mission in 
Afghanistan

A BARRY soldier is currently 
training in Canada ahead of 
his brigade’s deployment to 
Afghanistan next year. 

Trooper Tyrone Conway (27), a 
tank driver with the Queen’s Dragoon 
Guards, is due to deploy in the autumn 
of next year to Helmand province. 

It will be the former Barry 
Comprehensive school student’s first 
operational tour. 

As part of his training, Tyrone is 
taking part in a new hybrid exercise to 
train soldiers for future operations. It 
consists of mixing heavy armour, 
infantry and artillery assets together, 
whilst working in an environment that 
puts them against a free thinking 
opposition force and insurgents, as 
well as having civilians in the middle 
to add to the realism,” a spokeswoman 
said. 

For the soldiers, that means nights 
out in the arduous Canadian prairies, 
living out of their bag with limited 
wash facilities for days and weeks at a 
time, just as they would in a contem¬ 
porary operating environment such as 
Afghanistan. 

Trooper Conway commented: “The 
exercise is tough but it’s been good. 
We’ve had a lot of training from other 
attached arms, infantry and engineers 
for example, who have taught us a 
wider range of dismounted skills. 

“As we are taking on a more recon¬ 


naissance role over in Afghanistan I 
think this will help us a lot. Previously 
I didn’t know what the infantry did or 
how they reacted in certain situations, 
but our function in Afghanistan will 
include a number of those skills, not 
going in with tanks and leaving.” 

He went on: “I am looking forward 
to the tour, but obviously I’m a little 
bit scared as well - as you never know 
what is going to happen. There are a 
lot of lED threats over there. But the 
way to look at is that we are trained to 
do a job, that’s my job, and I do my job 
to the best of my ability. 

“Every young boy wants to join the 
Army, but you are helping people 
while you are there as well. You are 
not just going there to shoot, you are 
going there to help the people and the 
country as a whole.” 

Tyrone will return with his unit to 
their base in Germany in November 
before going on for more training. His 
mother, Alison, still lives in Barry.

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Vale Magistrates Court... 

A senior judge says 
proposal to close it 
should be reviewed

THERE is more 
than a glimmer of 
hope for the future 
of the Vale 
Magistrates Court, 
which is based in 
Thompson Street, 
Barry, and has 
been under threat 
of closure. 

A report from the 
Lord Chief Justice, 
Lord Judge, has recom¬ 
mended that proposals 
to close the court should 
be reviewed. 

Earlier this year, on 
June 23, a Ministry of 
Justice consultation 
paper was published 
recommending closure 
and proposing that cases 
be heard in Cardiff 
instead. 

Plaid Cymru’s 
Leanne Wood and Chris 
Franks claimed the 
report from the Lord 
Chief Justice endorsed 
their opposition to 
Coalition plans to axe 
Welsh courts. 

Of the 15 courts ear¬ 
marked for closure in 
Wales by the Coalition, 
Lord Judge said five 
should remain open and 
a further six should be 
reviewed. 

In the case of the Vale 
Magistrates Court, he 
said: “It is not clear 
whether Cardiff would 
cope with the additional 
workload if there were 
to be any modest 
change in crime levels. 

“A considerable 
amount of work (cost¬ 
ing £L9million as I 
understand it) has been 
undertaken in recent 
years to provide a court 
with good facilities and 
it is difficult to see how 
the high maintenance 


backlog figures have 
been calculated.” 

Leanne Wood said: 
“Right from the start, 
we said Ken Clarke’s 
plans were ill-con¬ 
ceived and gave little or 
no consideration to the 
communities affected. 

“This knock-back 
from the senior presid¬ 
ing judge must be a 
source of major embar¬ 
rassment to the 
Coalition, as it shows 
the folly and haste of 
their austerity agenda.” 

She added: “The clo¬ 
sures will only see trav¬ 
elling expenses spi¬ 
ralling and higher costs 
are bound to be incurred 
by delays in hearing 
cases as a result of these 
changes. 

“These closures will 
save a mere £40 million 
- much more risks 
being lost by trying to 
administer justice on the 
cheap.” 

Mr Franks said: 
“This report backs up 
what Plaid Cymru said 
in the consultation on 
the court closures. The 
Ministry of Justice can¬ 
not ignore the increas¬ 
ing evidence that to 
close the court at Barry 
would be ill-judged and 
mistaken.” 


The Vale’s Assembly 
Member Jane Hutt said 
she welcomed the inter¬ 
vention of the most sen¬ 
ior judge in the land. 

“I have made the 
case, backed by a 1,000 
strong petition, for the 
reprieve of the Vale 
Magistrates Court 
which serves both rural 
communities and the 
largest town in Wales, 
which has areas of dep¬ 
rivation.” Vale MP, 
Alun Cairns, said that in 
the light of a possible 


review, he would be 
making further repre¬ 
sentations on behalf of 
the court in Barry. 

“I have asked to meet 
Jonathan Djanogly, the 
Minister responsible, to 
press the case again for 
the Vale Magistrates 
Court in light of the 
view from Lord Judge. 

“I believe that in 
spite of the need for 
savings, Barry has a 
strong case. 

“To argue that 
Cardiff is only seven 
miles away, misses the 
point on local justice.”

"Why Metrix was not the 
right option for St Athan’ 


LAST WEEK, we 
received the announce¬ 
ment that the Metrix pro¬ 
posal for a Defence 
Technical College in St 
Athan has been can¬ 
celled. 

Many people made inaccu¬ 
rate statements in response, 
and having discussed the mat¬ 
ter with the Prime Minister 
and met the Secretary of State 
for Defence, I want to use this 
opportunity to explain the 
reality and how St Athan is 
still in the game. 

Last week, the Secretary of 
State for Defence, Liam Fox, 
cancelled Metrix’s proposal 
for defence training in St 
Athan. They had proposed a 
30-year PFI contract. It is 
clear that the Ministry of 
Defence and some people in 
general had concerns on two 
grounds. 

The PFI proposal was very 
expensive and the 30-year 
time period was considered by 
some to be too inflexible. 

First, there are many 
national Audit Office reports 
citing the risks of the private 
finance initiative and the need 
for certainty in negotiating 
the contracts. Unless the 
details are agreed specifically, 
then there can be a heavy risk 
to the taxpayer. 

Secondly, the activities and 
needs of the armed forces 
have changed significantly 
over the last 30 years and it is 
y^redicted that the changes

will be even greater over the 
next 30 years, naturally creat¬ 
ing uncertainty in negotiating 
details. 

Bringing these facts togeth¬ 
er highlight the risks of the 
proposal inherited from the 
last government. 

I am also advised that if the 
project was cancelled this 
week, as opposed to last week, 
there would have been further 
costs of tens of millions of 
pounds to the taxpayer. This 
is reminiscent of the agree¬ 
ment that cancelling the 
Navy’s aircraft carrier would 
be more expensive than build¬ 
ing it. This demonstrates the 
type of contracts that were 
inherited by the government. 

I met the Secretary of State 
for Defence last week, the 
Prime Minister this week and 
have further meetings sched¬ 
uled with Liam Fox over the 


coming weeks. From such dis¬ 
cussions, it is clear that 
although Metrix was not 
viable, St Athan remains the 
preferred solution. I will 
know over the coming weeks 
what sort of options there are 
for St Athan. 

Will it still be a PFI solu¬ 
tion or could it be run by the 
MoD? What sort of training 
will take place and on what 
type of scale? 

Locally, this gives us an 
opportunity to better influ¬ 
ence the plan for the site and 
the surrounding villages. 
Although there was general 
support for the proposal, 
many had local concerns that 
still needed to be addressed. 

I am passionate about bring¬ 
ing the Defence College to St 
Athan. I am wed to the com¬ 
munity but not to the develop¬ 
er, Metrix. 

This is our opportunity to 
gain a defence training solu¬ 
tion that we can all live with, 
in practice and financially. 

Over the coming weeks, I am 
organising meetings with local 
people and businesses and 
would welcome input. 

Please get in touch so that 
we can champion not only the 
St Athan site, but also reflect 
community needs and con¬ 
cerns.

Trust crew, who are on 
the front line of profes¬ 
sional public service.” 

First Responder 
groups form a Wales¬ 
wide network of volun¬ 
teers ready, willing and 
able to fill those pre¬ 
cious seconds ahead of 
the arrival of an ambu¬ 
lance with expert treat¬ 
ment. 

The groups are 
equipped with defibrilla¬ 
tors - electric shock 
machines - and with 
oxygen equipment and 
are trained in emergency 
resuscitation techniques. 

The Barry group is 
the largest and busiest in 
the whole of Wales and 
since forming in October 
2004 with 10 people, it 
now has 28 volunteers. 

Jackie Byrne, 43, is 
mum to triplets, Harry, 
Jake and Charlie, eight, 
and runs a mortgage 
company with her hus¬ 
band Martin. She has 
been with the group for 
two years and was 
inspired to join up after 
she lost her own mother, 
Ella. 

She said: “My mum 
passed away. She had a 
heart attack but she died 
by herself and I found 
that very difficult to deal 
with. It made me want to 
become a first responder 


so other people wouldn’t 
have to be on their own.” 

She added: “If I can 
just bring a bit of help, 
support or comfort to 
someone when they are 
scared and in pain then 
that is why I joined.” 

Jackie said a lot of her 
call outs have been to 
elderly people who have 
suffered a fall and sim¬ 
ply appreciate someone 
being there until the 
ambulance arrives. 

Glenn Hall, 51, a 
Captain in the army, 
attended his first call as 
a Barry first responder at 
the beginning of the 
year. He makes himself 
available to the group 
whenever he is not at 
work, sometimes clock¬ 
ing up to 140 hours a 
week on call, often deep 
into the night. 

He agreed with Jackie 
and said: “In a lot of 
cases when you go to 
calls, it is not about how 
we can treat them but 
how we can reassure the 
patient and their families 
until the ambulance 
arrives.”

“Shock kills a lot of peo¬ 
ple and just by keeping 
them warm and by hav¬ 
ing that person there to 
hold their hand can often

be enough until 
ambulance crew 
there.” 

However, sometimes 
responders are called 
upon to act fast and only 
in the last week, mem¬ 
bers of the group saved 
two people who had 
gone into cardiac arrest. 

Tony Rossetti, Welsh 
Ambulance Service 
regional first responder 
officer for south-east 
Wales, said Barry First 
Responders were the 
largest and busiest group 
in Wales and the 2,000th 
call-out was testament to 
the group’s dedication 
and hard work. 

He said: “They set the 
standard and we often 
refer to the Barry group 
as an example of how it 
should be done.” 

Jackie Byrne said: 
“Anyone who is consid¬ 
ering it should just ‘go 
for it’.”

‘Save Our Cinema’ 
group plans day at 
the Welsh Assembly

THE Save Our 
Cinema Association 
is to present its 
petition to the 
National Assembly 
in November, argu¬ 
ing that the Theatre 
Royal should be 
preserved for local 
entertainment. 

The chairman of 
SOCA, Mr Bob 
Armstrong, said he 
believed the campaign 


group’s case was more 
likely to be heard at the 
Assembly than at the 
Vale Council. 

Mr Armstrong said: 
“Jane Hutt, the Vale’s 
Assembly Member and 
SOCA members Paul 
Sutton and Wendy 
Marsh will make the 
presentation to the peti¬ 
tions committee. 

“We have both a hard 


copy petition and an on¬ 
line petition which we 
will present, along with 
the original petition 
which was started after 
the cinema closed down 
and numbered more than 
10,000 names. 

“I think we will get a 
proper hearing there. 

“The Vale Council 
don’t consider us at all, 
and are ignoring us.” 

Making a presenta¬ 
tion to the petitions com¬ 
mittee has produced 
benefits for Barry 

before. 

Three years ago. 
Pride in Barry made a 
formal presentation, 
making its case for pub¬ 
lic funding, and this 
week there has been an 
announcement on five 
local projects that will 
benefit from Welsh 

Assembly grants. 

The cinema group 
want the Extra Care 
facility proposed by 
Hafod Care, which 

includes 42 flats, to be 
located at the Waterfront 


rather than on the site of 
the Theatre Royal. Mr 
Armstrong said: “We 
would still like people to 
lobby their councillors, 
not just in Barry, but 
across the Vale too. 

“Although the 

Theatre Royal is in 
Barry, people through¬ 
out the Vale are also 
concerned that we don’t 
have a cinema in the 
area. 

“It’s time councillors 
listened to what their 
electors are telling them. 
A lot of people think this 
is all over, but it isn’t.” 

Mr Armstrong point¬ 
ed out that the cinema 
had closed, the driving 
test centre had retreated 
to Cardiff, the future of 
the Vale Magistrates 
Court was hanging in the 
balance and Metrix had 
stalled. 

“It is worrying and 
seems to be a trend. 
Where is the invest¬ 
ment? It seems we are 
pushing jobs out of the 
Vale.” 

The Vale Council 
chose not to make a 
comment at this stage.

Labour group leader on council 
hits out at ‘savage cuts’ 

St Athan: *body 
blow to the area’ 


I T is clear that recent cuts 
by the ConDem 
Government only reiterate 
the points Labour made dur¬ 
ing the general election. 

Neither the Conservatives nor the 
Liberal Democrats can be relied upon 
to keep their promises. They should 
be condemned by everyone, and espe¬ 
cially the ones they conned with their 
false promises. 

It is an absolute travesty that the 
ConDem Coalition Government have 
taken such draconian budgetary meas¬ 
ures and decided to axe the Metrix 
development at MoD St Athan, after 
making promises at the election that it 
was safe.

ly...Just take a look at 
the cast list mentioned 
above - Bruce Willis; 
John Malkovich; 

Morgan Freeman; Helen 
Mirren (plus two talent¬ 
ed performers in Karl 
Urban and Mary-Fouise 
Parker) - there is no way 
that Red could be any¬ 
thing but absolutely 
thrilling, right? 

Well, partly so, 
because the film itself is 
far less than the sum of 
its not inconsequential 
parts; and while enter¬ 
taining and enjoyable, it 
is ultimately far too 
slight and inconsequen¬ 
tial to leave much of a 
lasting impression. 

Narratively and tonal¬ 
ly, we are on familiar 
territory here, the film, 
no doubt unintentionally, 
stepping on ground 
already trampled over by 
the one-two punch of 
The A-Team and The 
Losers, the men (and in 
this case woman) on a 
mission story suffering 
from over-exposure. 

However, like those 
two films, it is undeni¬ 
ably entertaining but 
punches well below its 
weight; and that’s bear¬ 
ing in mind that the cast 
of Red is by far superior 
to the casts offered by 
those other two films. 

That is one of Red’s 
problems, that the main 


stars, while all more 
than serviceable, don’t 
really stretch themselves 
in any way. Bruce Willis 
is a very good actor, and 
the likes of 72 Monkeys 
and The Sixth Sense 
attest to that, but all too 
often Willis falls into the 
trap of essaying a char¬ 
acter that is similar to 
others he has portrayed. 

Here, his man of vio¬ 
lence who has lapsed 
into a peaceful life is not 
far removed from Jimmy 
Tudeski in The Whole 9 
Yards, and Willis, though 
always watchable, is 
seemingly on autopilot 
throughout. 

Aside from gravitas 
and more than a hint of 
cool, Morgan Freeman 
similarly coasts by in his 
role, the highlight being 
seeing him dressed in 
what can only be 
described as a ‘Sgt 
Pepper’-esque military 
outfit. 

Once you get over 
the pleasure of seeing 
the Queen blasting away 
with guns, Helen 
Mirren’s turn is much 
like Freeman’s, as ever 
hugely watchable and 
with no little degree of 
gravitas, but lacking any 
great deal of substance. 

It’s John Malkovich 
who, of the main four 
stars, is the stand-out 
here - an actor who has 
never been afraid to be 
off the wall, and who is 
similarly kooky here. 

The character of 
Marvin was supposedly 
exposed to LSD for 11 
years and Malkovich 
obviously enjoys taking 
on the role and the 
comedic freedom it pro¬ 
vides. 

While not hitting his 
best oddbod, Malkovich 
is still nonetheless 
incredibly watchable, 
and, unlike the others, 
brings a degree of life to 
the character. The more 
entertaining turns are 
found in the support 
cast, Mary-Fouise

Parker nearly stealing 
the film in a wonderful¬ 
ly-judged light turn as

cast high on quality but 
low on actual impor¬ 
tance to the story. 

Screenwriters Jon and 
Erich Hoeber do well to 
condense the film’s 
somewhat overly-com¬ 
plicated plot into a 
smooth ride, and give 
the film a touch of a 
road movie set-up with 
action moving from 
location to location. 
While the actual story 
itself is generic in the 
extreme, the scriptwrit¬ 
ers at least keep it mov¬ 
ing at a pace, never let¬ 
ting the story sag enough 
to make you think too 
hard about the logic of 
what is going on. 

Sitting in the direc¬ 
tor’s chair, Robert 
Schwentke does a decent 
job behind the camera, 
using some nice visual 
tics to give the film a 
graphic novel feel and, 
along with the script, 
giving the film a zippy 
pace. 

However, for an 
action comedy, there is 
precious little of the for¬ 
mer that is fresh or 
exciting. The latter is 
adequate but little more, 
and Schwentke’s inexpe¬ 
rience is a factor, unable 
to marshal his talents to 
create anything that is 
more than simply enter¬ 
taining. 

While that is hardly 
the most damning of 
verdicts, the fact is that 
given the talent involved 
Red could have been an 
awful lot more - as it is, 
it will keep your brain 
occupied for two hours 
and leave no trace. 

VERDICT -An 
enjoyable film, but noth¬ 
ing more. Red is less 
than the sum of its parts, 
and while entertaining 
squanders any promise it 
had. 

The likes of Willis, 
Ereeman and Mirren 
may largely phone it in, 
but at least John 
Malkovich and Mary- 
Louise Parker bring a 
bit of life to the perform¬ 
ances, and as a result 
give the film a needed 
lift. Average.

ONE of Barry’s 
most historic build¬ 
ings - the two 
storey Watchtower 
at the Knap - is to 
be let by informal 
tender. 

The Vale Council has 
decided that it has no use 
for the structure, which 
is a tower made of local 
Lias limestone and is 
partly built into the cliff 
embankment. 

The tower is a grade 2 
listed building and avail¬ 
able on a 25 year lease. 

In a report on the 
Watchtower’s future, a 
council officer pointed 
out: “The building is of 
architectural and historic 
interest and located 
within the Barry marine 
conservation area. 

“The building was 
constructed in 1860 as a

coastguard station. 

“The tower has a boat 
entry secured by a roller 
shutter door to its 


ground floor elevation 
accessed by a slipway 
and a pedestrian access 
door to its first floor ele¬ 


vation.” 

The building has elec¬ 
tricity and water sup¬ 
plies, and two of the sug¬ 
gested uses are as an 
artist’s studio, or for 
marine storage. 

The report emphasis¬ 
es that it is in need of 
repair, but what might 
tempt someone to lease 
it would be its unique 
position with views over 
the Old Harbour and out 
to the Bristol Channel. 

Completed tender 
documents should be 
sent to the council by 
November 12.

A twist on the traditional 
Scotch Egg, the Welsh version is 
a quail’s egg wrapped in lamb 
mince and a mint leaf then 
breadcmmbed. 

“The brief was to come up 
with a local dish with ideas 
around eating sustainably,” Barry 


College chef lecturer Kevin 
Eairlie - who has just returned 
from a stint catering at the Ryder 
Cup - explained. 

“So we did a little research 
and found that we have wonder¬ 
ful Welsh mountain lamb here in 
Glamorgan - with a little bit of 
creativity we created the dish.” 

It is not the first time the 
Glamorgan Suite has created its 
own signature dish. 

“We took the traditional 
Haddock Monte Carlo fish dish 
and tweaked it slightly, calling it 
the Haddock Monaco,” Kevin 
said. “A couple of years back a 
student went to work in a local 
hotel and he took the recipe with 
him. When asked to come up 
with a dish for a menu the stu¬ 
dent made the Haddock Monaco 
- our dishes do travel with our 
students.”

and Barry Carnival to 
name just two! 

In the formative years, 
the ‘guest’ announcer 
was Vince Saville, the 
brother of Sir Jimmy 
Saville. 

At Romilly Park, 
there were excellent fire¬ 
works and a superb bon¬ 
fire to go alongside 
them. This was thanks to 
a handsome pile of 
wooden pallets supplied 
by local timber mer¬ 
chants Meggitt & Price. 

At the time, the com¬ 
pany was managed by 
the late Mr Gareth 
Howe, a very well 
known Rotarian, who 
together with fellow 
members was keen to 
provide a bonfire. To top 
off the bonfire, there was 
always a good selection 
of ‘Guy Fawkes’, which 
were products of local 
newspaper competitions! 

In those days, there 
was a very modest 
admission charge to 
Romilly Park, and peo¬ 
ple were entertained 
before the event with a 
schools’ five-a-side tour¬ 
nament. 

There were quite a 
few people who stood 
outside the railings and 
enjoyed the ‘free’ show! 

A few years later, the 
evening’s proceedings 
were moved over to the 
Knap Promenade with 
the bonfire sited up on 
the point back towards 
Watchtower Bay. 

The move was neces¬ 
sary because of the ever- 
increasing numbers of 
spectators attending the 
display, and the fact that 
there was a slight prob¬ 
lem with the grass re¬ 


growing in Romilly Park 
after a huge bonfire had 
been there. In fact, it was 
a case of the fireworks 
fiesta outgrowing the 
park. 

It took the hard work¬ 
ing members of Barry 
Rotary Club a lot of 
effort and extra expense 
to stage the annual dis¬ 
play at the Knap. 

A lot of additional 
lighting and floodlight¬ 
ing had to be brought in 
so that the public could 
move around in safety as 
the Knap Promenade has 
no lights. The Army vol¬ 
unteered to help build 
the bonfire, as they had 
big machines that could 
transport the timber pal¬ 
lets all the way up the 
steps up to the headland. 

Following a number 
of years at the Knap, 
overtures were made by 
Barry Island traders to 
persuade the Rotary 
Club to relocate the 
event to Barry Island and 
fire the fireworks from 
Friar’s Point. This 
ensured an excellent dis¬ 
play area, as Friar’s 
Point can be seen from 
all along the seafront and 
even from the Marine 
Drive area. 

The decision was 
made to relocate to Barry 
Island and the local busi¬ 
ness community also 
donated towards the 
costs as well as the Vale 
Council, Barry Town 
Council, Associated 
British Ports and, of 
course, in the early days 
the local chemical com¬ 
plexes which were major 
local employers. 

However, nothing 
stays the same. Costs 
were continually climb¬ 
ing for both the Rotary 
Club and for local busi¬ 
nesses, and eventually 


the big chemical compa¬ 
nies had to withdraw 
their support for finan¬ 
cial reasons. 

The tradition of hav¬ 
ing a bonfire had to be 
dispensed with, due to 
costs and logistics at 
Friar’s Point. 

One of the most 
important changes fol¬ 
lowers of the fireworks 
fiesta will have noticed, 
is that since it moved to 
Barry Island it became a 
free event. The only cost 
to anyone was a very 
modest car parking fee 
for the car park, which is 
manned on the night by 
Rotarians. 

There are still a lot of 
local people who seem to 
think that the event is run 
by the council. It is not, 
and never has been! 

There are still mem¬ 
bers of Barry Rotary 
Club fireworks commit¬ 
tee working tirelessly to 
produce a great event, 
who were on the original 
Rotary committee all 
those years ago when we 
started working with 
them to supply the sound 
systems. 

Let’s hope that we 
have a dry, mild night on 
November 5. If you are 
attending, please search 
out the bucket collectors 
in their official bright 
yellow Rotary tabards. 
Not only are they mak¬ 
ing the evening possible, 
they are also raising 
money for good local 
causes. 

Please remember, if 
you cannot find a bucket 
to put money into, you 
can always visit the big 
silver coloured JPL 
sound commentary con¬ 
trol unit parked half way 
up the seafront gardens 
and hand in your dona¬ 
tion there.

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Popular local teacher 
lands national award 


THE winner of ‘The 
Becta Award for Next 
Generation Learning 
in Wales for 2010’ is 
Ysgol Gyfun Bro 
Morgannwg teacher, 
Dilwyn Owen. 

Mr Owen is the head 
of the school’s ICT 
department and was 
nominated for the award 
by one of his pupils. 

When Ysgol Gyfun 
Bro Morgannwg was 
established ten years ago, 
it needed someone to 
develop a strategic vision 
for the future of ICT 
teaching and the use of 
new technologies in the 
school as a whole. Mr 
Owen was crucial to this 
development. 

From the start, he con¬ 
sulted with students, staff 
and parents on what was 


required to ensure that 
the best possible use was 
made of new technolo¬ 
gies as they appeared on 
the market. The school’s 
strategic vision was 
based on the Welsh 
Assembly’s Strategy for 
Schools, and is linked to 
Becta’s ICT mark. 

The pupil who nomi¬ 
nated Mr Owen, said: 
''He is a very patient and 
kind teacher, who talks to 
all the pupils with 
respect, which makes me 
feel good about myself. 
His lessons are always 
enjoyable." 

The school’s teaching 
of ICT was described as 
‘outstanding’ in a recent 
Estyn inspection. 

Owen has actively 
promoted the use of 
social networking, blogs, 
and video conferencing 


in teaching and learning. 
Technology is also wide¬ 
ly used in departments 
such as music and media 
studies, and he is work¬ 
ing on a project to devel¬ 
op the school’s website. 

A colleague said: “The 
range of technologies 
used in and beyond the 
curriculum plays a sig¬ 
nificant part in the devel¬ 
opment of pupils’ learn¬ 
ing, thinking and com¬ 
munication skills and 
prepares them for life 
after school. Dilwyn has 
been at the forefront of 
this strategy.” 

Mr Owen offers 
lunchtime and after¬ 
school clubs, and has 
instigated the installation 
of an interactive white¬ 
board in every class¬ 
room. All pupils receive 
ICT lessons, and a course 


at GCSE, comprising 100 
per cent coursework 
(DiDA), has been intro¬ 
duced. 

The school’s special 
needs department has 
been one of the biggest 
beneficiaries, with tech¬ 
nology assisting pupils 
who have physical diffi¬ 
culties, while software 
applications incorporat¬ 
ing colour, animations 
and sound have proved to 
be invaluable to students 
with sensory and other 
challenges. 

The judges said: “His 
enthusiasm and extensive 
knowledge of ICT sys¬ 
tems is evident in the 
learners’ approaches to 
using ICT as a tool to 
improve their learning. 
Dilwyn leads from the 
front.”

PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS~| 

Strolling in steps 
of a Norman lord 


RECENTLY, on a lovely 
morning two walkers joined 
leader Val Hartrey for a walk 
in the Roath Park area, start¬ 
ing from the lower end of the 
botanic gardens, which feature 
a large rose garden, conserva¬ 
tory and playground, set 
against a backdrop of lawns 
and conifers with shrub and 
herbaceous borders. 

During Norman times, the Roath 
area was a huge farm that fed the 
Norman lord Eizhammon, based at 
Cardiff Castle, his tenants and work¬ 
ers. 

In 1887, the 3rd Marquis of Bute 
and a few landowners gave 120 acres 
of boggy marshland to Cardiff 
Corporation with over 100 acres com¬ 
ing directly from the Bute estate. The 
park was opened in 1894 and the 30- 
acre lake was created by damming the 
Nant Eawr stream. 

Roath possibly derives its name 
from the Gaelic word rath - meaning 
fort, but perhaps a more accurate deri¬ 
vation is from the Welsh rhodd - 
meaning gift. 

Reaching the Wild Gardens, which 
play host to a variety of native and 
exotic trees, they crossed two roads 
and joined a footpath alongside 
Cardiff High School and the Nant 
Eawr stream. The path wended its 
way through woodland to reach 
Wood’s Covert, part of Nant Eawr 
Wood to the Llanishen and smaller 
Lisvane reservoir. 

In 2002, the American firm Western 


Power, which owns both sites, applied 
for planning permission to fill in the 
reservoirs and build houses, which 
was strongly opposed by the local, 
community and other agencies. 

In 2008, they resubmitted plans 
which were rejected by the Welsh 
Assembly Government and in 2009, 
CADW made the area a site of his¬ 
toric interest.

Bonvilston’s Tom Harvey reflects 
on his record-breaking racing year 


AS the dust settles 
on another season, 
south Wales’ Tom

um finishes in a sin¬ 
gle campaign, but 
also claim the 
British 
Championship 
crown and firmly 
establish himself as 
the most consistent 
MSA Cadet class 
driver in the coun¬ 
try. 

It was barely a year 
ago that Tom registered 
his maiden national tri¬ 
umph in the hotly-con¬ 
tested, Lewis Hamilton
